Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments (filed 3/18/03), which are 
essentially the same material arguments filed 7/15/02, were not found convincing to overcome the rejection of record for the reasons 
given in the Final Office Action. Applicants continue to argue that the presently claimed process is vastly different from the Koehler et al. 
process because the Koehler et al. process does ot teach or suggest fractionation prior to hydrogenation of the bottom fractions to obtain 
the desired product. The Examiner does not agree with this assertion because koehler et al. does in fact teach a similar process as 
presently claimed as previously pointed out by the Exmainer in the Office action dated 9/18/03. 
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
